THERE is rebellion In the ranks of 
the local Liberal parly — and the 
rebels have shown themselves 
strong enough to carry tneir op- 
position to the point o£ deposing Hie 
president, Mr. Joshua Kingham. A 
meeting of the Liberal Association was 
held last night at Labor hall, at which 
Mr. Kingham was again a candidate 
for the presidency. But the rebel pans' 
In the split ranks of the local Liberals 
brought forward Mr. R. B. McMlckltig 
as candidate for the presidency — and 
elected him. 

The dissension In the ranks of the 
Liberal Association arose concerning 
the manner In which the local member, 
Mr. George Riley, M . P., has acted with 
regard to the distribution of the pat- 
ronage; in other words, the spoils. 

When Mr. Riley was about to leave 
for Ottawa, he is stated to have signed 
an agreement to the effect thai he 
would submit matters relating to pat- 
ronage to the executives of the Liberal 
Association and the Young Liberals rot- 
approval. 

But he didn't — and this has caused 
the rebellion In the ranks. 

When the member departed he left 
Messrs. Kingham, the president of the 
Liberal Association, and Mr. John 
Plercy In charge of the distribution of 
patronage. Appointments were made 
through them without recourse to the 
executives' opinion, as had been agreed 
upon — and the dissatisfied ones are 
now on the war path looking for Mr. 
Riley. 

The dissatisfaction has existed for 
some time and has been growing. Now 
the Insurrection is on. The dissatisfied 
ones point to several recent appoint- 
ments which are not approved by 
them; and they are, furthermore, dis- 
satisfied because of the manner In 
which the plum of the local patronage, 
the vacant County court judgeship, is 
being dangled over prominent Liberals 
It had been expected that this post 
would be filled some time ago— and 
there are other things all of which tend 
to kindle rebellion in the Liberal ranks.

EXPLOSION WRECKS BUILDING. 

Natural Gas Blows Down Structure 
With Fatal Results.

Feelfng of Consternation Caused 
by Rumors of Impendlnn 
Oulbreaks. 

Open Threat to Blow up Church 
and Cathedral During 
Services.

New Stunt 
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ST. PETERSBURG, April 27.— A 
feeling akin to consternation lias 
been caused by the publication in 
this morning's papers of renewed 
rumors of an impending popular out- 
break. It is feared that the slightest in- 
cident, accidental or malevolent, among 
the vast congregations which will attend 
the churches 011 Saturday night may 
cause a panic with appalling consequen- 
ces. 

Stringent orders by the chief of police 
and u proclamation by (loveruor General 
Trepolf wero issued tonight and posted 
at all corners of the dead walls of St. 
Petersburg. The documents will prob- 
ably have a good effect in quieting the 
alarm. (Jen. Trepoff's proclamation, af- 
ter referring to the newspaper predic- 
tions of disorder on a large scale closes 
as follows: "Addressing myself to the 
good sense of the public, I ask that faith 
be not attached to these rumors and 
that no fear be entertained because no 
violation of public tranquility or order 
will be permitted, and any attempt in 
this direction will be quelled in 11 most 
energetic way." 

Beginning this evening frequent police 
patrols, mounted and on foot, will be 
instituted in all the outlyiug districts, 
and garrisons of Cossacks and infantry 
will he installed in isolated lactones. 

The first of the great preliminary 
Easter services was held in the churches 
and cathedrals today, the people coining 
to kindle candles ami procure a blessing 
on the lights, which they carry home 
burning; but it was noticeable that there 
was a diminution of the usual throngs 
on account of rumors of 

Plots to Blow up Churches. 
The chief priest of the Smolensk cathe- 
dral, in this city, received a note warn- 
ing him of a plot to blow up the cathe- 
dral, which he read to the congregation 
with explanations in order to quell their 
fears. Threats were also made to blow 
up the bunks and government buildings. 
These are believed by some of the more 
timorous classes, but persons best in- 
formed do not believe them. 

Editor Annisky, one of the most prom- 
inent leaders in reform circles, joins 
with Governor General Trepoff in disbe- 
lief that there will be any disorders of a 
political nature. '"Roughs," he said, 
"may raise some disturbance in the out- 
skirt's and at other places where they 
believe themselves safe from interfer- 
ence, but I have no intimation that any 
extensive disorders 01 demonstrations 
on a large scale are seriously planned 
for Easter week."

Washington, April 27. — F. Oourdei u, 
deputy minister of marine and fisheries 
of the Dominion of Canada, has sent the 
following telegraphic communication 
from Ottawa to Secretary Metcalf. of 
the department of commerce and labor: 
"Order just passed by Canadian govern- 
ment to accept United States certificates 
of inspection on hoard United States 
steamers in Onuadn, except so fur as 
will enable inspectors to ascertain that 
the condition of vessel, her boilers and 
life-saving equipment are as stated in 
certificate of inspection. The order in 
council leaves for Toronto tonight (last

— A gift of ?10,- 
000,000 by Andrew Carnegie to provide 
annuities 'for college professors who are 
not able to continue in active service 
was announced today by Frank A. Van- 
derlip, vice-president of the National 
City Bank of New York. Professors in 
the United Stales, Canada and New- 
foundland will share in the distribution 
of the income of the fund. 

United States Steel Corporation five 
per cent, first mortgage bonds for $10,- 
000,000 have been transferred to a hoard 
of trustees and steps will lie taken nt 
once to organize a corporation to receive 
the donation. Dr. Pritehett, president 
of the Massachusetts Institute of Tech- 
nology, und Mr. Vanderlip have been se- 
lected by Mr. Carnegie to obtain data on 
the subject to be presented at the first 
meeting of the trustees, which will lake 
place Nov. 15.

was nothing delaying the consumma- 
tion of the amalgamation between the 
Le Roi. Centre Star, War Eagle, Trail 
Smelter and Snowshoe, with the excep- 
tion of the continued Illness of G. S.

Pressed as to further details, Mr. Mc- 
Millan proved reticent, but from other 
sources it is learned that the capitali- 
zation of the new company, at present 
unnamed, would be fixed at $10, 500, 000, 
with a working capital of $2,000,000.

"00, the Le Roi at $3,000,000, the Snow- 
shoe at $100,000, and tho Trail smelter 
at $1,000,000.

YOUNG'S WIDOW TESTIFIES. 

Nan Patterson Unwilling to Face Wit- 
ness in Court. 

New York, April 27.— Mrs. Margaret 
Young, widow of Caesar Young, was on 
the stand todny In the trial of Nan Pat- 
terson, nnd as she identified the prisoner 
her eyes would fill with tears. The Pat- 
terson girl dropped her eyes when she 
saw the witness and did not raise them 
again until the witness was through giv- 
ing her testimony. The prosecution en- 
deavored to introduce in the evidence a 
letter purporting to show that Miss Pat- 
terson corresponded with other men nt 
the time she professed to be devoted to 
Young. This letter, however, was not 
admitted as evidence. 

The letter that Mrs. J. Morgan Smith, 
sister of the defendant, wrote to Young, 
in which she said Miss Patterson was 
"frantic," nnd which was admitted at 
the previous trinl. was ruled out. As 
Recorder Goff gave his decision on this 
point the accused girl smiled. This rul- 
ing was considered a strong point for the 
defence, as the conspiracy charge against 
tho Smiths was based on this letter. 

Mrs. Smith was called to the stand 
and told of her visit to California in tin; 
spring of 1908 where she saw her sister 
ami Young together. Later when Mrs. 
Smith saw Nan in New York she found 
her in a highly nervous condition. She 
was hysterical nnd crying, and appeared 
10 be laboring under a nervous strain. 
She was almost "frantic," said the wit- 
ness. 

Nan Patterson's Divorco 

Mrs. Smith told of Miss Patterson's 
expectation of marrying Young and that 
Miss Patterson secured n divorce with 
such a purpose in mind. Mrs. Smith said 
her rioter's name is now Anna Elizabeth 
Randolph. 

After Young's death Mrs. 'Smith gnld 
she gave the law firm of Levy ifc TTi'iger 
about half a hundred letters that Young 
had written to her sister. 

On May 1, 1004, Leslie Coggins, a 
friend of Young's, dined with Mrs. 
Smith nt her home, and told Mrs. Smith 
that Young was coming to New York. 
Coggins snid Young was not going to 
mnrry Miss Pntterpon When Mrs.

CommUtee of Board of Trade 
Name Position on the 
Indian Reserve. 

Resolution Will flo Forward to 
Dominion Government Ask- 
ing for Concession. 



At a mooting Of the council of I he 
Hoard of Trade, held yesterday morn- 
ing, a special committee, consisting of 
Uol. Prior, L. G. McQuade and F. SI. 
Henderson, was appointed to prepare n 
memorial for presentation to tlie minis- 
ter of customs dealing with the matter 
of the customs regulations insofar a* 
they refer to the dumping clauses. It is 
pointed out that the Western merchants 
are suffering a hardship compared with 
Eastern competitors, being charged for 
freight as duty on prepaid shipments 
from where the goods originate. An in- 
stance was given of m article manufac- 
tured in New York and sold throughout 
the United States at the .same price, the 
manufacturer paying the freight to all 
points. These goods can be cleared in 
Eastern Canada for less than on this 
coast, freights under per cent, of value 
of invoice being exempt. For example, 
a shipment of toilet soups valued at $100 
in New York pays lifj per cent, duty on 
entering Canada. If shipped to Victoria, 
the freight would probably amount to 
$7.50, making the bonded cost to the im- 
porter $142.50. But if the shipment is 
forwarded to Montreal, the freight be- 
ing less than 5 per cent, of the value Is 
exempt. This means a discrimination 
against the western men-bant in this one 
instance of $7.50 

Senator Maedonnld forwarded ;i let- 
ter asking for information relative to the 
te'ephone facilities in the city. The com- 
munication was referred to the commit- 
tee on civic affairs. 

Tlio following report in regard to a 
siti' for .Mr. Pendray's new factory was 
presented by the committee on manufac- 
tures: 

Gentlemen— A meeting of your commit- 
tee of manufacturers was held on the 
18th Inst, to meet Mr. W. J. I'undray, Mr 
Klnghiun also being present, re establish- 
ment of Pendray's soap and paint works In 
Victoria when the present site Is taken 
over by the C. P. It. Mr. Pendray went 
.fully Into the mutter of what sites were 
possible for the economical handling of 
the large amount of material used lu bis 
business; and In Ills opinion an acre of 
land just north of the boat house against 
the railway bridge on the Indian reserve 
would be the most suitable one. Tills 
site, be explained, would offer the facil- 
ities by sea and rail required by an Indus- 
try of this character. As your committee 
ds well aware that anything In the natuie 
of a bonus is viewed with disfavor by a 
large section of the community, tlie ques- 
tion arose as to whether tbere was any- 
thing to Justify a recommendation for a 
special concession in this case. On Inquir- 
ing Mr. Pcndray stated, viz.: 

1. The number of persons employed Is 
51; of these 20 are married. 

■2. The wages paid per month are $2.1/70. 

ii. Of the total business only 11." per cent. 
Is for local trade, which proportion yearly 
becomes less, the remainder being prin- 
cipally with the Mainland. 

In view of the above facts, your commit- 
tee strongly recommends tbat Messrs. 
Pendray & Sons be granted a lease of an 
acre of land on the Indian reserve, so that . 
the two Industries may be continued In our 
city as heretofore, and we strongly recom- ' 
mend the board to endorse the scheme as 
outlined above. Mr. Pendray further stat- 
ed that should the scheme materialize he 
would manufacture the whole of bis output 
here, and we would recommend that the 
endorsement should carry a proviso to that 
effect. All of which is respectfully sub- j 
mltted.

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THE GORGE AND VICTORIA DAY. 

■ (We heartily agree with the Times in 
the- position it has taken with reference 
to the decision of the Celebration Com- 
mittee to abandon the Gorge as a place 
for the holding of the annual (regatta. 
Public .sentiment in Victoria is decidedly 
opposed to such a change, and if persist- 
ed in will materially interfere with the 
success of the celebration. Apart from 
the fact that it lias by the usage of years 
•become almost sacred to the purposes of 
Victor'a Day, there i.s no other point 
that could lie selected which affords so 
many facilities fur sightseeing and so 
much comfort and pleasure for .sight- 
seers. While the regatta itself is some- 
what hackneyed and often monotonous 
for those who have attended it year in 
and year out, at the same time it is an 
event of peculiar interest to the younger 
people, and to them it has the pleasure 
and excitement of a picnic and outing, 
to which the natural pieturesqueness and 
ensemble of the Gorge contribute ma- 
terially. The regatta at the Gorge is 
now peculiarly an institution of Victoria 
which the citizens as a whole will not 
willingly give tip. 



THE WAR SITUATION. 

The Russian-Japanese war has devel- 
oped into a game of naval strategy. Lit- 
tlo or nothing is known of the movements 
in Manchuria. They are probably do- 
pendent upon the issue between the 
ileets of Togo and Rojestvensky, so that 
the latter commands . and monopolizes 
practically the entire interest in the 
operations at present. Military critics 
have been expressing opinions as to ths 
probable outcome of the game of hido- 
and-seek now going on; but apart from 
the passing interest attached to them 
they are useless upon which to base any 
conclusions. Both fleets are so far from 
any source of intelligence and the plan* 
of the respective admirals are so conceal- 
ed and masked by artful stratagem that 
it is absolutely useless even to speculate. 
So far Rojestvensky, in the opinion of 
experts, has scored. Should he by clever 
nianoeuvering succeed in effecting a 
juncture with Nebogatoff's small squad- 
ron, which is already reported, and, by 
evading Togo, reach Vladivostok, the 
Russians would then occupy a strong 
position relatively with Japan, and tho 
god of war would wear a more smiling 
fare for them. At Vladivostok the 
Russians have two of the must effective 
cruises in either Beet and we might 
then anticipate a renewal of the raids 
upon shipping between Japan and Corel 
and Manchuria, which took place earlier 
in the war. It would also interrupt com- 
munication between Japan and the 
Mainland ami thereby seriously handi- 
cap the land campaign of the Japanese. 
Tin defeal of Togo would entirely alter 
the complexion 'if affairs and give a 
new turn to the war. Tin' sea-coast of 
Japan would he rendered defenceless 
and would In' subject alneist immediate- 
ly tu harrying attacks from detachments 
of the Russian Ueet. It is pointed out 
that Oyuma, cut off Coin his base of 
supplies, would be- helpless so long as he 
could not control the Siberian Railway 
from Harbin to Vladivostok: and that, 
in that event, ih-: Russian general would 
leave Oyama in Manchuria and shift the 
scene of his operations to Japan, or, i:i 
oiier words, carry the war into Africa in 
:in unexpected way. 

However, this is nil on an assumption 
of the worst happening to Japan. Ro- 
jestvensky has a long distance to sail be- 
fore reaching Vladivostok, every foot of 
which is beset with danger. liven if he 

should suit 1 in slipping past Togo, 

which may be questioned, he would bo 
pursued hotly by the latter, whose ships 
are faster and more numerous. In mod- 
ern warfare a whole Meet, or the effect- 
ive portion of it, j s liable to be destroyed 
in one or two encounters, and, there- 
fore, as so much depends upon the issue, 
one can readily understand how wary 
Admiral Togo will be in his tactics. lie 
is not likely to stake the fortunes of war 
upon a single throw of the dice. To be- 
gin with, he has all the advantages of 
the situation on his side. Although ho 
has fewer battleships, he has on the 
whole a more effective Meet. He is fight- 
ing near the base of his supplies, while 
the Russians are far awnj and are plac- 
ed at greater disadvantage each day on 
this account. He 1ms a greater number 
of gnus and is stronger in every point of 
comparison, in men, in length of gun 
range, in the 'speed of ships, in fighting 
experience and in local knowledge of th« 
waters. It is to be assumed, therefore, 
that he will keep close to his own coast 
and base of supplies, both for purposes 
of easy escape and for the safe convey- 
ance of captured ships in <-nse of victory. 
The Russian licet is hampered by trans- 
ports. These will naturally lie the ob- 
ject of Togo's attack, and for this pur- 
pose lie will doubtless diligently employ 
torpedo boats, of which he has a large 
number. The loss of the transportb 
would mean certain victory for the Jap- 
anese without striking another blow. 
His plan of action, from tho ordinary 
layman's point of view, will in nil prob- 
ability lie one of harassment, until at 
least the Russian Meet is well into the 
.Chinese Sea, and then a sudden attack 
in force when a favorable opportunity 
ipresents itself. Experts largely agree 
that Rojestvensky is rushing to certain 
doom, no no doubt felt the gravity of 
his situation when he sent his laconic 
despatch, in which it wtB intimated that 
he wns reuolved upon victory or death.

A NEW FODDER PLANT. 

Luther Burbank, who has made him- 
self famous ns an Improver of plant 
life, has succeeded, after years of pa- 
tient experimenting, in producing a 
pineless cactus which Is apparently 
destined to have important economic 
results in the future of the Western in- 
terior. As such n will he of peculiar 
interest to southern British Columbia, 
for no doubt, in time, if the claims are 
made good, It will be introduced there 
for the benefit of stock raisers. The 
improvements made In the breeding of 
plants during the last quarter of a cen- 
tury are wonderful and the que8tton 
arises as to where the possibilities are 
to end. What has been accomplished 
are no less wonderful than what has 
been achieved In electricity and dis- 
coveries in physics. Among the ffreat 
investigators and experimenters la 
Luther Burbank, more familiar per- 
haps to flic general public as the pro- 
ducer of the "Burbank Seedling.' He 
has a large plant farm at Santa Hosa, 
California, and is now to devote his 
whole lime to research, tin- Carnegie 
Institution of Washington havlnsr 
granted him $10,000 a year for ten 
years so that he can carry on his worlc 
systematically and without Interrup- 
tion. 

According to Mr. Hamilton Wright 
In "Tin." World of Today,' the spineless 
cactus gives the greater promise of 
usefulness to man than any other of 
Mr. Burbank's creations, ulthouirh Mr. 
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From despatches from Ottawa, which 
arc undoubtedly inspired, it appears 
that tbe governorship of the YukonMs 
to remain as it is for the time being.

Reft Bay and 
Its Dead 



Particulars Strengthen J he Vltw 
That Mysterious Skeletons 
Are of Whites. 



Who Whitened Bones Once Were 
as Yet an Dnsolvable Riddle 
of the Coast. 



Mr. Philip Nordstrom, who with a 
companion a few weekji since made the 
weird discoverey of a new and spacious 
cave on the west, coast of Vancouver 
Island, in which were a large number 
of whitened skeletons, has returned from 
a visit to the Sound, and goes hack to 
his home and interests aV Quatsino on 
the next trip of the Queen City. When 
ween upon his arrival from the scene 
of his amazing find, he had little to add 
to the reports that had previously reach- 
ed the city in that connection. That 
the skeletons were not those of Indians, 
or the grim souvenirs of some inter-tribal 
battle, he was, however, fully convinced. 

This view appears to be shared by 
others along the coast, especially the 
•white residents at Quatsino who have 
had opportunity to examine for them- 
selves the cave j ml its unique contents. 
Writing from Quatsino to the Colonist 
under date of April 'J::, Roy [ldstad ela- 
borates this view and sheds new light 
upon the manner in which the discovery 
was made. 1 le says : 

"The two prospectors, Tom Ihlstad 
and Philip Nordstrom, were tracking up 
a panther they had wounded when thev 
located what appeared to he a hole of 
some kind, which they thought to lie the 
panther's den. Hut when they had clear- 
ed away some of the hushes they saw 
that it was (lie entrance to a very large 
cavern. They still thought tin' panthei 
had gone into this cave, so tliey lit a 
candle and went in to investigate. 

"After going quite a distance they saw 
something while lying in a heap a little 
way ofl'. which upon approaching nearer 
they found to he human hones. They 
counted thirty-five skulls, which was not 
nearly all. Kach of the skulls had been 
struck with some instrument above the 
ear, as there is a hole in nearly every 
one at about the sane' place. There are 
all sizes of skulls— those of children as 
well as those of adults. 

"The heads or skulls were all at the 
top and the skeletons beneath, which 
goes to prove that the heads had been 
cut from the bodies and piled on top. 



The prospectors are almost positive that 
these bones tire the bones of white men, 
as the cheekbones are not high like the 
Indians', and there are other racial pe- 
culiarities confirmatory of this view. 

"The prospectors are inclined to the 
opinion that the bones are those of some 
shipwrecked crew who were murdered 
by the Indians long years ago, and their 
hoilies hidden away in the cave. The 
cavern is so securely hidden that no one 
would ever have found it except by ac- 
cident, as it was found. It is about' half 
a mil,' from the beach, up the river." 

As for the prospectors' theory that the 
skeletons are those of sonic shipwrecked 
crew, it may ho said that tew vessels 
number children among their companies, 
which would in :i measure contradict the 
suggestion offered.

COLUMBIA COAST MISSION. 

Gospel Ship Will Arrive in Victoria 
Today for Dedication Tomorrow. 

The mission steamer Columbia left 
Vancouver yesterday afternoon and Is 
expected to arrive In Victoria today. A 
service of dedication will be held at 
the old custom house wharf at 3:30 on 
Saturday afternoon. in which the 
bishop and clergy and choirs of the 
city churches will take part. All in- 
terested in - the work are earnestly In- 
vited to be present. 

The Columbia Is G4 feet long and is 
14 feet beam. She will be driven by a 
Union gasolene engine of 20-h. p. and 
Is also fitted with masts and sails. The 
Hev. J. A title is misslonary-ln -charge. 
Dr. Hutton is surgeon of the mission 
craft, and will also act as engineer. A 
seaman and a cook complete the crew. 
The boat will carry a hospital col ami 
a full equipment of medical and surgi- 
cal appliances, and will he in close 
touch with the work of the hospital 
at Rock Kay. about to lie established 
by the Victorlun Order of Nurses. A 
room 22 feet long will he available for 
celebration of tie- holy communion anil 
other services desirable to hold on 
board the boat Must of the services 
will, of course, he held in camps, etc.

Columbia Coming for mission- 
ary Service— Beatrice Goes 
North. 



The Dominion government is to be re- 
quested to admit the steamer Orion, the 
whaler built in Norway for Capt. Bai- 
com, free of duty and to arrange with 
Capt. Balconi to secure the services of 
whaler as a life-saving craft A 
meeting of the Lifeboat Association was 
held yesterday in the office of the secre- 
tary, Mr. Joseph Peirson, at which there 
were present Messrs. A. B. Fraser (who 
was in the chair), Aid. J. A. Douglas, 
Capt. Uoyds. Capt. J. AValbran, II. C. 
Marsh, Capt. S. Balconi, C. H. Lugrin, 
A. J. C. Galletly, A. I*. Kitson, P. Bey- 
grau and J. Peirson. 

Capt. YValbran, in introducing Capt. 
S. Balconi, owner of the trim little whal- 
er, stated that he wished to bring to the 
attention of the Lifeboat Committee the 
fact that the Orion was a suitable vessel 
for the life-saving service, and he wished 
to have the matter of an arrangement by 
which she could be utilized for this ser- 
vice brought before the public for dis- 
cussion, lie then introduced Capt. Bal- 
ccim, who told of his craft. As in her 
adaptability for the life-saving service, 
he remarked that Cunt. Walbruu had 
staled all that he could say. Several 
others present spoke to the same end as 
('apt. Wall. ran regarding the suitability 
of tlie ( Irion for the service. 

.Mr. t '. II. Lugrin, seconded by Cunt, 
Walbran, moved the following resolu- 
tion: "Thai the Dominion government 
he requested to admit the Orion, import- 
ed by Capt. Balconi fur services as a 
whaler on the west coast of Vancouver 
Island, duty free, and that arrangements 
be made with Capt. Balconi for the use 
of the Orion in life-saving service upon 
such terms as may he agreed upon be- 
tween ('apt. Balconi and the department 
of marine and fisheries, and that in the 
opinion of this association the connection 
of the whaling station with the present 
government telegraph lines between Al- 
berni and Clayoquot, about eight miles, 
is of great importance for the saving of 
life in case of wreck." 

It was further moved, when the above 
resolution was adopted, that copies be 
sent tu Senator Win. Tcmpleman, Geo. 
Riley, M. P.. .Win. Sloan, M. P., and 
'Ralph Smith, M. P., uiid U.nt Senator 
Tcmpleman be asked to bring the reso- 
lution to the attention of the Minister of 
'Marine, with a view to securing the 
arrangement desired.

To- 
day the Princess Beatrice will sail 
north again. Hereafter there will be a 
weekly sailing from here, the steamers 
Princess Beatrice and Tees alternately.

TERMINUS AT EVERETT. 

G. N. Line Will Develop Similkamecn 
to Benefit American Towns. 

"So Vancouver Is not to be the coast 
terminus of the Great Northern after 
.all." says the Vancouver News-Adver- 
tiser. "The line which Is now being 
extended through the Similkameen will 
have its outlet at Everett, one of the 
cities over which Mr. J. ). Hill exer- 
cises a fostering care. Coe of the offi- 
cials who was here last Sunday stated 
while In the Interior that from Hed- 
ley west the line bad not been locat- 
ed, but it would not go to Vancouver 
as stated many times. Instead tlie 
mad will strike into the valley of" the 
Skagit river and follow It down until 
il joins with the present Great Nor- 
thern line to Kveret.' This sounds 
pretty definite, and only bears out what 
lias long been contended by those who 
have studied the- methods of the creator 
of the Great Northern in I he upbuild- 
ing of American cities. Chief En- 
gineer Kennedy, who lias been in 
charge of Hie surveys in the Similka- 
meen, has I a selecting the route, and 

this coincides exactly with t ha I pro- 
posed by the official first quoted. He 
has bad a preliminary survey made of 
the line west of Hedley to Allison, 
which will be the main point before the 
Skagil valley is reached. Work in Hie 
Interior is rapidly progressing. At 
Iledley last week were [,. IS. Shields, of 
Slmms & Shields, railway contractors, 
St. Paul; J. A. Caughreen, of Caugh- 
reen & Wolson, St. Paul; .1. I). Porter, 
of Porter Bros., and P. Welch, who has 
a contract to construct 100 miles of tlie 
road. Actual grading will soon be In 
progress from Midway to Hedley." 

The above bears out the view that 
has forced Itself upon all w ho have the 
interests of British Columbia at heart 
In connection with the opening of the 
rich Similkameen by railway construc- 
tion. The Ureal Northern have made 
much of the fact that they ask no sub- 
sidy rkor land assistance to induce (bom 
to build In, and this has no doubt com- 
mended the Great Northern plan to 
many British Columbians, who have 
not taken time to analyse the reason 
for the company's declination to build 
on lo the coast via the Hope mountains. 
They have no desire to build up British 
Columbia except Insofar as the devel- 
oped districts may be made contribu- 
tory to Croat Northern trallic and the 
upbuilding of cities under the wing of 
the Hill system, and in the majority of 
cases creatures of Its creation. Com- 
parison of the Great Northern railway 
plans for the Similkameen with those 
of the McLean Bros, can lead to but one 
conclusion with truly patriotic British 
Columbians. . Tho Great Northern ask 
no .subsidy, it Is true, but they propose 
to construct what will be merely a 
feeder line to divert British Columbia 
resources for the advantage of Ameri- 
can interests. The McLean Bros, pro- 
pose to build an altogether provincial 
road, making the expansion of business 
for the Coast cities of British Colum- 
bia coincident with the opening up of 
the Similkameen. The assistance nsk- 
od Is merely a. guarantee of bonds to 
the extent of $25,000 per mile, on a road 
which promises to pay handsomely 
from the start, with an allotment of 2I> 
per cent, of the stock to the Crown In 
return for the loan of Its credit by en-
